A Big Bicycle Business. 


The Acme Bicycle Mfg. Co., Reading, Pa., have pur- 
chased a large piece of land, and will at once begin the 
erection of one of the largest bicycle factories in the coun- 
try. Theproperty covers an entire block, and entrance 
can be obtained from any of the four sides. The price paid 
was $28,000. For some time the present quarters of the 
company have been too small, even in the face of the fact 
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that for a long time the plant has been running twenty-four 
hours every day. The force of employes has been jp. 
creased from time to time until at present 200 men are on 
the pay roll. The present output is from 75 to 100 * Storm- 
er” machines every day. Plans have been prepared for 
two buildings, each 190 by 40 feet. In addition to this 
there will be a third building 40 by 100 feet, connecting the 
two main entrances. Each of them will be four stories in 
height, in addition to a basement. The cost of the new 
plant will exceed $150,000. Work will be pushed and it is 
the intention of the company to get into the new headquar- 
ters by July 1, if possible. All the structures will be of 
brick. Two railroad sidings will run into the buildings, 
which will give perfect shipping facilities. The company 
was organized and went into business in 1893 and has been 
very successful. So far it has turned out over 25,000 ma- 
chines, which have always found a ready sale.

Working at the Rays. 


Among the most important investigations which are be- 
ing conducted with a view of determining the value of the 
Roentgen rays, are those made by Chas. M. Scribner,of the 
Western Electric Co., in their laboratory at Chicago. ‘‘I am 
particularly interested,” said Mr. Scribner to the repre- 
sefitative of Hardware, ‘‘in ascertaining the worth of the 
process considered from an industrial standpoint. If I can 
be able to say to my company: ‘this shaft has a flaw in it,’ 
or ‘the composition of that metal is imperfect,’ my work 
will be of a value scarcely to be estimated. This will, I 
believe, soon be determined. Every day some new devel- 
opment is recorded. The first plate I made was so inferior 
to those sent me from Germany that I concluded the Ger- 
man photographs had been retouched. After three days, 
however, I had made as good photographs as any of those 
imported.” 


Jno. W. Bell & Co., Mercer, Pa., have just issued a new 
circular and price list of the Bell Eave Trough Hanger. 
This Hanger has been in the market for the past ten years, 
and has proved a favorite not only-with the tinner, but with 
the jobber as well. It is made of one piece of heavy steel 
wire, galvanized, and is strong and durable, and it is claimed 
a trough can be hung by its use, in less time, and without 
the aid of a helper, than with the others.

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How To Use Plumbago Crucibles. 


The following valuable information for all who use plum- 
bago crucibles is from the pen of John A. Walker, vice- 


president of the Joseph Dixon Crucible Co., Jersey City, 


N. J., who is certainly competent to speak with authority 
upon that theme: 

[have in a previous article called attention to two good 
points in the use of crucibles, and in the way of a preface 
will here briefly recapitulate. The first isa proper anneal- 
ing, about which the Dixon Co. advises as follows: Every 
Dixon crucible is annealed before leaving our works. All 
dry crucibles, however, are liable to absorb moisture in 
going from our shop to yours. On arrival at your works 
they should be immediately unpacked and stored in a 
warm, dry place to dry out any moisture possibly absorbed 
in transit, and to keep them from taking up further damp- 
ness. Ther to provide against possible accident it is wise 
to re-anneal. 

Before being placed in a hot furnace the temperature ofa 
crucible should in every instance, in the re-annealing, be 
slowly raised to at least 212 degrees Fahrenheit, or even a 
little above the temperature of boiling water. This will re- 
move all moisture. Any time a press of work compels you 
to use our crucibles immediately on arrival, and without 
the re-annealing up to 212 degrees Fahrenheit, if they 


scalp or flake off on the first heat the fault is not in the’ 


crucible. Wecannot be held accountable for such acci- 
dents, if our instructions are not observed. An additional 
word is, if the crucible be a large one, after toasting its 
outside walls, set it over a black, slow fire, bottom side up, 
that the inside walls as well as the outside can feel the good 
of the toasting process. 

The remaining point before noticed is that the melter 
shall keep in stock new crucibles—those not before in the 
fire at all, and also partly used ones—those that have gone 
sundry heats and have received the vitreous glaze which 
comes after several heats. Then for his new and slow 
fires putin the brand-new crucibles, and heat them up 
gradually, but for the hottest fires always put a crucible in 
that is coated with the glaze. The careful observance of 
these two hints will obviate most of the cracks and scalps 
which otherwise might take place on the first or second 
heat. A crucible having now got safely thus far, its future 
good behavior depends— 

ist. On the fit of the tongs. In a fire hot enough to 
melt brass, or copper, the crucible becomes soft and plia- 
ble. In lifting it out to pour, if the tongs do not fit, or 
are not made to grip the crucible at the right place, it is 
easily squeezed out of shape and liable to crack. The 
Dixon Co. suggests that the tongs be made to grip the cru- 
cible just below the bilge, so it will not need such a tight 
squeeze, Some melters use tongs shaped like the ace of 
spades; such tongs remove the coal much more easily 
than those of the regulation shape. 

2d. On the kind of coal used for fuel. Coal with too much 
sulphur destroys, unnecessarily, the life of the melting-pot. 
I have seen a car load of crucibles give 25 per cent. more 
heat by a change of coal. 

3d. The melter must not expect as many heats in melt- 
ing one metal asanother. From three heats when melting 
nickel, to six in melting steel, to twenty-four in melting 
copper, the heats run up in the forties when melting com- 
position. 

4th. The drafts and dampers, if arranged to produce a 
reducing atmosphere, as against an oxidizing atmosphere, 
will lengthen the life of the melting-pot. 
flame is always unfriendly to a plumbago crucible. 

5th. The flux used also bears on the same result. 
binding materials in the walls of the crucible are jmper- 
vious to some fluxes and easy victims to others. 

6th. The time of heat is also to be allowed for. 
modern furnaces, high drafts, and taller stacks, the heat is

taken off in 1% to 13% hours, don’t expect your crucible to 
stand this large punishment as easy as the lighter strain of 
a2%toagq hours’ heat. 

7th. If in ordering your crucibles you could give a hint 
to the maker as to what metal is to be melted, he could 
tell better what crucibles to send. 

In the old days a crucible was acrucible; in these mod- 
ern days we make by twenty different formulas, or mix- 
tures as they are called. So tell your maker what you 
propose to melt, and you will get a crucible better adapted 
to the work and one that will last longer. 

8th. After pouring your metal, don’t roll the pot out of 
doors where it will get rained upon, or on a bed of wet 
sand, or where it will absorb moisture. If you do, you put 
it exactly where in its hot, soft condition, it will become 
spoiled either teetotally or partially. Also in lifting large 
pots by the crane, don’t release the grip and let them drop 
four or five feet on stone floor; rather hold the grip until 
within two or three inches from the ground, and then drop 
them if possible on a bed of old dry sand. 

9th. Don’t leave any metal to cool in the crucible, but 
pour until the melting pot is clean empty. In the parlance 
of the shop, don’t leave the crucible so you will finda 
‘*button in the bottom when it is cooled off. 

In cooling, each button will have small threads or spikes 
of metal which will attach themselves to the soft crucible 
walls and get solidly stuck in them, and they tear the walls 
of the pot to get them out. 

1oth. In charging the crucible, don’t wedge the scrap in 
too tightly; expansion and contraction go on in the heating 
and cooling, and a careful charging will provide for this. 


The Sportsmen’s Association.

A. H. Dressel, Charles H. Luscomb. Messrs. Dressel, Von 
Lengerke and Luscomb were appointed by the chair as a 
committee to undertake the revision of the constitution 
and by-laws, and report at an early meeting of the board 
of trustees. 

A. number of new members were admitted to the Associa- 
tion, among them being E. Detmold, of Von Lengerke & 
Detmold; Charles H. Luscomb, ex-president L. A. W., and 
Mr. Whittlesey, of the Overman Wheel Co. 


The Berlin lron Bridge Co., East Berlin, Conn., have > 
just completed for the Silver Springs Dyeing & Bleaching 
Co., Providence, R. I., three buildings, made with steel 
frames and corrugated steel coverings; an engine house, a 
box shop and a boiler room.

We put in more material than 
other makes, as we can prove by the weight of our refriger- 
ators, and with our patent system, it costs more to put to- 
gether, and therefore we have to charge a little more, but 
we give you your money’s worth. Although this is a new 
article on the market, yet we have already placed them in 
twenty-two States, and have abundance of evidence from 
some of the best people in the land, that have given them 
a square and fair trial, that these refrigerators will do all 
that we claim.” 

The following is given in description of the sectional cut 
here shown: ‘‘ This is a sectional view showing the mode 
of operation of our refrigerators.

Industrial Progress of Japan. 


A correspondent of the London 77mes sends an account 
of the Kioto Industrial Exhibition, which he visited along 
with a crowd of whom nearly every third man was armed 
with a note book. ‘‘ The Japanese,” he says, ‘‘are rapid 
writers, and seem to take as copious notes of what they 
observe in their own country as they have been doing in 
Europe and America these thirty years past. The exhibi- 
tion is national and periodical, being held every fourth 
year, for the express purpose of stimulating progress in arts 
and manufactures, and their success in this direction has 
not been small. The charge for admission is 5 sen, equal 
at present exchange to 14%d. On Saturdays the fee is re- 
duced to ¥d., and on Sundays it is raised to 2%d., and so 
on, farthings, or less, for pennies throughout. What the 
exhibition has to show of progress in the various branches 
of manufacture could not be adequately described, even by 
an expert hand. As a whole, the useful preponderates 
over the ornamental. The variety of new fabrics, the 
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wealth of new designs, and the audacity of new adaptations 
of material to the wants of life are all so impressive that 
one cannot resist peering into the not distant future when 
yet greater developments of the creative energy of Japan 
will be revealed, possibly to the consternation of the West 
of the Christian world. 

‘‘The Japanese are keen learners and anxious to accom- 
modate—two most important qualities in which the uni- 
versal experience of alien mankind pronounces the English 
manufacturer to be conspicuously deficient. The hats 
made by the Japanese and universally worn by them may 


not be equal to Lincoln & Bennett's, but they look wel’, 
and, Iam informed, wear well, and so serve every prac- 
tical purpose one wants of a head covering. These hats, in 
felt, hard or soft, cost 3s. 6d. in Japan, and could not be 
bought in the cheapest shop in London under 8s. 6d., gen- 
erally tos. 6d., and I suspect the superior finish of Sackville 
Street would run the price up to I5s. 

‘‘Boots and shoes I can vouch for from personal experi- 
ence, whether made by Japanese or by Chinese. I have 
worn themin London, and had them valued by London 
bootmakers at just double what they actually cost. Eye- 
glasses and spectacles, again, may not be equal as to either 
lens or frame to Carpenter & Westley’s make, but it would 
take an expert to tell the difference by inspection. In 
donning the western dress the Japanese do not, as might 
have been a priori expected, seek the cheap and nasty; it 
would be repugnant to their nature to doso. They never 
go shabby, and they show a decided penchant for black 
cloth and white linen. I generally find my Japanese friends 
better dressed than myself. Neatness in dress and cleanli- 
ness in person, house, street, boat or carriage are instinct- 
ive with these people—it is an instinct of perfection and 
order, and, rightly considered, is undoubtedly the key to 
the Japanese secret.”

The handle, it is explained, is made of high grade corkaline 
with German silver tips to match regular corkaline handles; 
and that the bell is made from the best bell metal. The 
bell has, it is remarked, a high-toned sound and fills all re- 
quirements of the law, besides being invisible and very light 
in weight. The combined handle and alarm bell is de- 
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signed to be placed on the handle bar instead of the regular 
handle, and to give the rider free use of the handle bar. 
The bell is rung by pressing the button at the inner end of 
the handle. The manufacturers make the point that the 
rider can operate the bell and still retain a firm hold of the 
handle bar; that the bell will not get out of order, and that 
it obviates the necessity of the ordinary style of bell which 
does not improve the appearance of a bicycle. 


“Perfect” Barrel Spray Pump. 


F. E. Myers & Bro., Ashland, Ohio, have added to their 
immense and popular line a new Barrel Spray Pump, to 
which they have given the name ‘‘ Perfect.” They explain 
that the particular features of superiority in the construc- 
tion of this pump consist in its large capacity and great 
power. It is constructed with an air chamber of over two 
gallons capacity, whereby the pump is allowed to store up 
power, and the stream is made constantly elastic and does 
not show vibration during the operation of pumping. The 
cylinders of the pump are brass and brasslined; the check 
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valve and valve seat, and lift buckets are all brass, ground 
seats; the plunger is constructed in harmony with their 
patent Expansive Plunger, so arranged that additional 
pressure means additional expansion, making the packing 
qualities self-compensating, The operation of the pump is 
double-acting in discharge and power, operating with a 
lift and plunger bucket, arranged so that the labor of pump- 
ing is equal on the up and down stroke; has good leverage. 
The base is the proper shape so that the pump can be set 
on the head or side of a barrel; is arranged with two dis- 
charge outlets so that two streams of hose can be used at 
the same time. Fig. 1 shows the pump without hose 
attached. Fig. 2 is a good illustration of the pump placed 
on the head of a barrel, equipped with liquid agitator, and 
two lead hose. Fig. 3 shows the pump mounted on a barrel, 
equipped with mechanical agitator, and twolead hose. The 
mechanical agitator is so arranged that the instant the 
pump is put in operation the agitator is also put in opera- 
tion, so that the liquid is constantly stirred up and well 
mixed. The same operation holds good with regard to the 
liquid agitator, the instant the pump is put in operation, a 
jet is allowed to escape at the bottom of the agitator, thus 
keeping the mixture constantly stirred up. They submit

3 A New Door Holder. 

The A. J. Phillips Co., Fenton, Mich., are introducing 
the Door Holder shown in the accompanying cut. It is de- 
signed to keep doors from swinging 
and is made of oiled hardwood, with 
a strong spring and a rubber foot. 
To attach the contrivance to the 
door, as shown in the illustration, 
turn the wire stem and allow the rub- 
ber foot to press on the floor. It is 
remarked that the holder will hold 
the door wide, or partially open, en- 
abling the temperature of a room to 
be regulated.

The Prouty Ball Bearing Door Hanger. 
* The T. C. Prouty Co., Midland, Mich., are offering the 
Ball Bearing Door Hanger shown in the accompanying 
cuts. The wheel, Fig. 1, has a tread—the part coming in 
contact with the track—made of aturned ring of vulcan- 
ized fiber to render the action of the wheel practically 
noiseless. This tread is mounted on steel sleeves formed 
from machinery steel under heavy pressure into a cone 
constructed to receive in the most suitable and practical 
manner a series of 16 bicycle balls standard made ¥ inch 
in diameter, carefully hardened and ground. These balls 
are divided into two rows, eight on each side of wheel, 
which is kept from having a lateral motion by a central en- 








largement of the shaft, which is turned from special tool- 
steel by automatic machinery and afterwards tempered and 
tested. The base plate, shown in Fig. 2, is referred to as 
simple, yet effective, and can be applied without cutting 
or mortising the door. At the front edge is a raised lug to 
receive and lock the adjustment key, which is pivoted to 
the adjustment screw and serves not only as a key but also 


forms a lock to retain the hanger in the base plate and to 
render it impossible for the adjustment to become disar- 
ranged. To adjust, the ends of key are pressed together, 
which, it is explained, will release them from the lugs on 
the base plates, and draw the hanger to front edge of door, 
This allows the key to hang down at an angle of 20 degrees, 
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so that it may be used as a screw driver acting on the ad- 
justment planes. The hanger and single track, all steel, 
are shown in Fig. 2, the hangers and attachment being 
given a bright finish, and covered, it is stated, with a thor- 
oughly rust-proof varnish. The point is made that the ad- 
justments are detachable from the top of the door instant- 
ly, and can be adjusted and permanently locked without 
the use of screw driver or wrench. The track is packed 
complete with screws in 14-foot bundles for full sets, and 
8-foot bundles for half sets. Each bundle is wrapped in 
paper ready tohand overthe counter. The manufacturers 
state that one of their wheels, after having made over 
1,000,000 revolutions under a steady weight of 200 pounds, 
was found to bein excellent condition. 


DuMont Patent Corner Brace. 
The DuMont Mfg. Co., Buffalo, N. Y., are placing on the 
market the improved Corner Brace, as shown here. The 
improvement consists of a malleable iron socket in which 











the end of the sweep or crank turns, and 
to which the head is secured. It is ex- 
plained that this relieves the head from 
the danger of becoming split or broken; 
it forms a rigid and secure means of at- 
tachment for the angular frame, so that 
should the head become split, the effec- 
tiveness of the tool would not be serious- 
lv impaired, and it leaves the head free 
to be firmly grasped by the operator, whatever be the posi- 
tion in which the tool is operated. The makers state that 
the change permits the using of Lignumvitze heads and 
cocobola handles, thus increasing the beauty and value of 
the tool. The steel rods and other parts are heavily nickel 
plated. 
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Two New Curry Combs 
The Decker Mfg. Co., Keokuk, Ia., are offering the Curry 
Combs shown in the accompanying illustrations. They 
present anew idea in close back curry combs. The backs 
are made of spring steel or spring brass, and are said to be 
very flexible and durable. The bars are also made of 
spring steel or spring brass, and the centers of the backs 





being cut out they are rendered springy and flexible. It is 
remarked that these particular qualities make the combs 
soft and easy on theanimal, because they readily adjust 
themselves to the uneven surface of the body. It is ex- 
plained that this new construction of a curry comb bar 
makes it less liable than a rigid bar to lacerate the skin, 
besides the vibrations of the bar keep the dirt and dust 
from sticking toit, leaving the comb always free and clean. 
Comb No. 105 has a rake attachment, as shown in the cut, 
which is of great assistance when grooming a horse, to 
comb its mane and tail. The rubber scraper or shedder on 
the No. 110 curry comb isof great assistance in scraping off 
sweat, water or mud, or the hair from a shedding animal. 
The makers state that it isso soft that it will not irritate 
the body or legs of the most sensitive animal. 


Street Lanterns. 
The accompanying cuts show two Street Lamps, Nos. 55 
M and 56M, offered by Edward Miller & Co., Meriden, 
Conn., and Nos. 28 and 30 West Broadway, New York.

They are fitted with Nos. 2 and1 burners respectively. 
From base to cap the extreme dimensions are 23% inches 
and 4 inches higher with raised bail. The lamp is said to 
be powerful as an illuminant, giving a large white flame, 
the No. 1 burner having a capacity of 30 candle-power, and 





the No. 2 burner 65 candle-power. The iron frame is black, 
with lamp and top-in green. The base has a spread of 

15% inches. The makers call attention to the following 
points: that the lantern is easily filled, has outside nickel 
adjustment, and that the lamp is readily removed by rais- 
ing the globe and sustaining it on the hook for that pur- 
pose. The same method is also followed when lighting it. 


Iwan’s Wire Pipe Hanger. 
Iwan Bros., Streator, Ill., are offering the Wire Pipe 
Hanger shown in the accompanying cuts. It is designed 
for conducting pipes, and can be used on either wood or

brick buildings. Fig. 1 shows the hanger. The hanger 
holds the pipe from the building, which permits of the pipe 
and building being painted, and leaves no place for dirt and 
dust to lodge against the building. The makers state that 
a tinner can put up more pipe in the same length of time 
than with the tin strap; at the same time it is cheaper and 
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more durable. Fig. 2 shows the hanger fastened to the 
building holding the pipe in a perpendicular position. 
For fastening the hanger to the building use small 
staples; nails can also be used; for brick buildings use 
spikes. The hanger can be tightened as desired by giv- 
ing the eye a twist, which will draw the hanger tight 
around the pipe. They are made in 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 
inch sizes. 
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— “Stiles” Anti-Rattler. 

The Genor Bros. Mfg. Co., No. 87: Washington Street, 
Buffalo, N. Y., are offering the Stiles Anti-Rattler shown 
-in the aecompanying cut. Anyone who has ever used a 
buggy or wagon recognizes the necessity of a device that 








will take up the slack between the rear end of the thill or 
pole-iron, and the rear wall of the axle slip, and it is re- 
marked that the Stiles will,do the work satisfactorily, on ac- 
count of its cheapness, simplicity, and the ease with which 
itis applied. It is explained that if it is desired to change 
from thills to pole, that the bolt can be readily removed 


from the thill eye without driving, thus avoiding brushing 
the threads on the bolt. The makers state that the anti- 


rattler is tempered so as not to be easily broken, and that 
it is adjustable, and.can be tightened to any tension, thus 
obviating the use of wedges. 


The Gibbs Rubber Cushioned Horseshoe. 

The Whitinan & Barnes Mfg.Co., No. 111 Chambers Street, 
New York, are placing on the market the Rubber Cush- 
ioned Horseshoe as shown in the accompanying cut. The 
shoe consists of a forged steel frame, pierced with slots 
through and around which a rubber cushion is vulcanized, 
forming a compact and solid but elastic shoe, composed 
partly of rubber and partly of steel. The illustration 


shows the rubber on the bottom of the shoe. The dark 
line on the part of the shoe coming next to the foot indi- 
cates the rubber encircling this part of the shoe. It is ex- 
plained that the rubber takes the concussion of the blow of 
the foot on the pavement off the hoof, leg and shoulder of 
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the horse, curing the lame horse and saving from lame- 
ness: the sound animal; also that it keeps the foot from 
heating, not only making the hoof healthy but preventing 
puffs and windgalls, and relieving and preventing corns. 
It is remarked that the rubber on the bottom prevents slip- 
ping on sinooth pavements. It is pointed out by the manu- 
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facturers that the device is not a pad but is a regular 
cushioned shoe, covering no more surface on the hoof than 
an ordinary steel shoe; also that it may be readily shaped 
to the foot when cold.

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THE HARDWARE DINNER OF 1806. 


The Hotel Savoy, which overlooks Central Park and the 
busy scenes of Fifth Avenue, may have held within its 
magnificent dining room, a larger and more enthusiastic 
gathering than was seen there on the night of Thursday, 
February 20, 1896, but we very much doubt.whether such 
has been the case. 

Allof the dinners given in recent years by the Hardware 
trade of New York, have won success in no small degree, 
but the culmination came in the gathering above referred 
to; and in all the surroundings and appointments, the din- 
ner was the best, and in many respects the most successful 
of any yet recorded—with the possible exception of that 
initial dinner of 1892, which was the first of these great 
gatherings. 

The entire parlor floor of the great hotel was given up 
to the use of the Hardwaremen, and when the first guests 
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PETER McCARTEE, PRESIDENT 


of the evening began to arrive, at a little after six o'clock, 
they were met by the reception committee and members 
of the board of governors of the Hardware Club, whose 
names will be found below.

With a rap of the gavel, President McCartee called the 
gathering to order, and after grace was said by the Rev. 
Mr. Evans, a couple of hours were spent in disposing of the 
more solid (and perhaps liquid) portion of the evening's 
entertainment, the band meanwhile from its high recess in 
the gallery, furnishing a musical accompaniment to the 
din of the warfare upon the floor below.

in the hearts and lives of practical, hardworking business 
men. : 

We should have never known him as we did, nor remein- 
ber him as we do to-night, had it not been for the Club in 
which we were associated together, and gatherings like these 
which unite us in a genial, friendly and fraternal spirit. 
As I look around this assemblage, I am reminded how 
many there are, even in our craft, who are worth knowing. 
It is well to find the better and nobler side of a customer 
or competitor; to learn that he has aspirations and high 
principles, and home ties, and tender feelings, as well ‘as 
ourselves. It tends to lubricate business, and to furnish 
the wheels of trade with ball bearings. There is less wear 
and tear to the machinery. It is more civilized and Chris: 
tian. Itisa fine thing to be able to say of a man as was 
said so truthfully of Agassiz, ‘‘ where’er he met a stranger, 
there he left a friend.” Such kindly relations elevate and 
brighten, sweeten and broaden life. In this spirit we mu- 
tually greet one another to-night., To this atmosphere, 
balmy and wholesome, I bid you welcome. 

We may indeed congratulate one another on this gather- 
ing. We have the honor of having with us as our guests 
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gentlemen of character and position connected with many 
diverse interests. There are at this board men who occupy 
high places in divinity, in jurisprudence, in journalism, in 
finance, in commerce—men prominent in civiland military 
life. There are here honored representatives from sister 
associations, who dignify this occasion by their presence, 
and to all these in your behalf, I extend a cordial welcome. 

But looking upon this as a trade gathering, permit me to 
say that this dinner, like those which have preceded it, 
possesses the unique distinction of bringing together the 
largest representation of manufacturing and mercantile in- 
terests connected with the Hardware trade, to be found 
anywhere in this country or in the world. There are many 
here whose names are as household words through the 
length and breadth of the land. There are manufacturers 
and merchants present, whose wares go out to the ends of

DR. STYKER’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. President and Fellow Citizens: It was a remark which 
I have seen attributed to Sydney Smith, upon his leave- 
taking with a departing missionary, ‘‘Sir, I hope you will 
agree with the man that eats you!” It always struck me 
that the indigestibility of Jonah must have been instructive 
to that fish whose hospitality was so unsuccessful and so

his fortune as his fortune is larger than a beggar’s.” There 
are some here who are looking forward to the time when 
they can make a similar comparison between the extent of 
their possessions and the tenderness and nobility of their 
hearts. Others, however, can sympathize with the good 
wife who said to her faithful husband, ‘‘It is hard, George, 
” and with George when he said, ‘‘ Yes, 


isn’t it, to be poor; 
my dear, but not half so hard as to get rich.’ 
[ was unable to understand why the president command- 
ed me to make this greeting, until this afternoon, when I 
read of a minister in Kentucky who was universally known 
as the ‘‘ satisfying preacher.” Whenever a church became 
dissatisfied with its pastor, or a vacant church was per- 
plexed in the presence of a multiplfcity of ministerial 
samples, they sent for this minister. After they had heard 
him, they were delighted with the next man that came 
In comparison with his the longest and most te- 
dious sermon was crisp and short. If the gentlemen who 
tollow me seem to be eloquent, if they marshal facts and 
figures with a masterly skill, if they touch your hearts with 
pathos, if they make you laugh until your sides ache and 
the tears come, you must give me some of the credit. 
Gentlemen, I bid you welcome to this feast, the best of 
Which is still to be served, in the name of the genial, ac- 
complished, popular president of the Hardware Club, Peter 
McCartee. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Williams’ address, which was 
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brief. Both the monster and the medicine must have had 
wiser notions as to quick sails and small prophets. 

A little while ago I talked behind a table in this city and 
did not finish until the next day! The presiding officer in- 
timated that I was the last man who should speak that 
night, and he was right.

Not pretending to offer you anything so stimulating in its 
effervescence, I would try to persuade you that Appollinaris 
is as good and even better, if you only think so! I am a 
preacher and a college professor. There are some who are 
ready to assume that preaching and teaching make a man 
an impracticable, a spinner of theories without real relation

politics,” and that a college is a school of cranks, I will not 
challenge them nor argue the point. I am a man. I am 
an American.

From them I speak, and from these I say that he is no true 
minister who is not evermore busy to show how all desirable 
good rests in the recognition of ultimate principles, and is 
not urgent to compel all matters of custom and practice 
to testify before the grand jury of conscience. And I say 
again that any college abuses its opportunity if it does not 
seek toinspire its every student with generous ideals and 
to base him broad and strong with the conviction that his 
better training is a holy trust for larger manhood and for

the human duty of us all, whatever our antecedents, our 
attainments, or our occupation, to help make this a larger 
and pleasanter world for every man that is in it. Wecan 
only do this as our love steadily becomes more dominant, 
and as we more and more widen our comprehension of that 
high relationship in which all men are kin. Not the word 
my, but ‘‘our” begins the Lord’s Prayer. The man who 
prays: 

‘* Lord, bless me and my wife, 


My son John and his wife, 
Us four and no more, Amen,” 


that man does not pray at all, and, preaching though it may 
be, I say that a man who does not pray does not live! In 
this State, which holds the ashes of John Brown, in this city, 
which keeps the dust of Alexander Hamilton and of Ulysses 
Grant, you are assembled in the name of a common busi- 
ness interest. This dinner emphasizes a commonalty and 
co-operativeness of purpose. I urge that it is what men 


have in common and not in severalty that fulfils their life. 
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That which unites men is normal, that which sunders them 
is abnormal. It is not because we are States, but because 
we are United States that we area nation. But real union 
can not be an external device, it must be an inward truth, 

In my eagerness to affirm a great principle, as wide as al] 
life, and comprehensive of all human relation, I am aware 
of my peril of becoming too abstract. An aged woman ip 
Alabama was, with her husband, taking a first ride on the 
cars. Her wonder and anxiety increased with the speed, 
until at the height of her astonishment and fear, the train 
struck a long and high trestle. With a scream the woman 
bounded to her feet and clutched the seat-back before her. 
To her trembling obliviousness of all else it seemed that the 
cars had leaped into space. In a briefmoment the train 
was on terra firma once more. With a happy shout, heard 
through all the car, she cried: ‘‘ Thank heaven, she’s lit 
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Edward C. Van Glahn, 
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again!” Gentlemen, if for a little here and there, I seem 
to you to be in the air, I assure all who have tickets for this 
trip that I shall try not to leave the rails! 

What is partnership? It is identification with a part. A 
party isa section. To see no more than a part is to ignore 
the whole. A partisa part only. The sum of parts is the 
true goal. A part divorced from its fellow parts is a part 
no longer. Your arm wrenched from its body is not your 
arm! Parts and parties are’means, partnership is the end. 
The vice of selfishness is in its isolation from a common life. 
Secession is centrifugal—the atom resenting the universal 
law of unity. In the heart it is hate, in the life it is war, in 
essence it is hell. The bane of partnership in whatever 
realm and to whatever scale is in its arbitrary exclusion of 


relation. The word idiot is from a Greek adjective mean- 
ing selfish. It is an introspection which becomes mental 
blindness. Individuality, by exaggeration, becomes insal 


ity. Give and take is a law of a balanced life. A year ago 
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Senator John Sherman rose in his place to insist that 
« measures for the relief of the treasury should be viewed 
from a higher standpoint than partnership,” and he said: 
«Jf I were to think of party or party advantage in propos- 
ing legislation to protect the government credit, I would be 
guilty of violating my oath of office.” Yes and Amen. 
But if that be true, where does it not reach? Well may 
we pray in such days as these, in the words of the Psalm, 
that God would ‘‘teach our senators wisdom” of that sort! 
In Congress or out ef it, he is false to his country who is a 
partisan first and a patriot afterward. All of us are guilty 
of a treasonable narrowness who prefer tactics to truth. It 
is ungenerous and degrading to refuse to recognize the ex- 
cellences and persistently toimpugn the good faith of those 
who differ from us in their philosophy. The bonds of civil 
life and of national loyalty are strained and broken when 
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we vituperate our magistrates merely because they did not 
have the preference of our votes. Two things debauch our 
politics—one is money, the other is acrimony. We are all 
of us too much Tillmanized. 

As long as we consent to send mere party men and not 
Statesmen, to make our laws, so long will bitterness and 
sectional advantage override considerations of that weal 
which ought always to precede the prestige of.a clique. We 
are all too much the constituents of a false theory, and we 
pay the penalties. A little tyrant, three years old, was 
kicking and screaming at his nurse. It was on the cars, and 
the passengers all longed to spank the little autocrat. He 
wanted a wasp that crept on the window sill. He tried to 
take it. The nurse caught his hand and said coaxingly; 
‘Harry mustn’t touch. Bug bite Harry.” Harry screamed 
savagely and began to kick and pound the nurse. The 
mother, without opening her eyes or lifting her head, cried 
out sharply: ‘‘ Why do you tease that child so, Mary? Let 
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him have what he wants at once.” ‘‘ But, ma’am, it’s a——’ 
‘‘Let him have it, Isay.”” Thus encouraged, Harry clutched 
at the wasp and caught it. The scream that followed 
brought tears of joy to the passengers’ eyes. The mother 
awoke again. ‘‘ Mary,” she cried, ‘‘let him have it.” Mary 
turned in her seat and said, confusedly: ‘‘He’s got it, 
ma’am.” 


‘‘ When that we in our viciousness grow hard, 
The wise gods seal our eyes,-make us adore 
Our errors, and strut to our confusion.” 


The braggart spirit anywhere is absurd. Some little 
school girls (it is chronicled of Chicago) were discussing 
their clothes. ‘‘I’ve a lovely new dress,” said one, ‘‘ and 
I'm going to wear it to church next Sunday.” ‘‘ Pooh!” 
said another, ‘‘I’ve a new hat, and I’m going to wear it 
every day.” ‘‘ Well,” said a third, ‘‘I’ve got heart disease, 
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The two were mute with envy. She was a 
Must minorities always be truculent and major- 
ities always be insolent? Yes, while party is put above 
principle. No, when that infamy ends. Unless one is will- 
ing to be a mere political fashionist whose german-silver 
principles, like those of Bunyan’s By-Ends, are at once 
harmless and profitable, he may not prefer clique to char- 
acter, and a mean success to an honorable defeat. He must 
not confuse pro party and pro patria, nor bow and cross 
himself at the beck of a civil ultra-montanism that would 
mother devotion by ignorance; but must protest, though 
he be but one contra mundum, and vote as though it were 
a sacrament. Better ‘‘ vote in the air” than vote in the mud! 
When the air is full it will snow victory. To heed that 
brazen and bitter cry: ‘‘ Party, right or wrong,” disgraces 
the soul and sears the vision. Nothing is more immoral, 
more fatal: to personal honor, than to succumb to that social 
coercion, which has lost most of its terrors for men whose 


anyway!” 
Populist! 
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spines are not bits of wet string—mere boneless marrow, 
but which has so long ostracized independence, and in the 
name of Cesar usurped the things of God. Softening of 
the back is as deadly as softening of the brain. 

‘¢ Where none will sweat but for promotion,” when dema- 
gogues ‘‘ make nice of no vile hole to stay them up,” when 
legislators are often so notorious that self-respect must 
pray—‘‘ unto their assembly mine honor be not thou 
united,” when ‘‘ the most upright is as a thorn hedge” 
(combing wool from every passing sheep) taking toll both 
ways, while the indirect but debauching bribe of patronage 
would make office but a carcass for the swiftest vulture, 
when truth is about to be recrucified between two thieves, 
no decent man can wash his hands with Pilate and say ‘‘I 
am innocent, see ye to it!”’ 

Of course statesmen like Demetrius, the silversmith, 
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vidual citizen but a blank proxy? Shall platforms always 
be mere verbal expedients—a declaration of purposes 
whose quotation after the polls close is considered to be a 
roaring farce? Are we always to be fed on platitudes? |x 
the originating force of these costly campaigns, which 
ought always to advance the lines of loyal purpose, to 
lodge in the councils of honest and earnest citizens fairly 
and freely assembled, or in the back office of self-appointed 
and power-stealing bosses, who with equal facility slit the 
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seeing the craft by which they have their wealth in danger 
to be set at naught, will raise the specious cry, ‘‘ Great is 
Diana !” Honest citizenship will be resisted, claw and 
tooth, by those ‘‘ whose mouths (as Lowell said) are filled 
with the national pudding, or watering in expectation 
thereof.”’ All the more must it withstand and smite that 
lust of spoils which would wreck the stateliest cause to 
make flotsam and jetsam of every public trust from presi- 
dent to poundmaster. The belly of the great machine 
‘“‘teems with armed men!” Left alone within the walls, 
they will after dark do all their fell intent. In our own 
Troy, that revolver at the polls, finding its victim, was a 
danger signal that only deaf souls can forget. Party, at 
any price, is that which degrades government, and with its 
malaria poisons us all! The breath of that spirit is pesti- 


lence and its touch is corruption. 
Must it ever bea task of Sisiphus to rescue the primary 
from that exploitation by hucksters which makes the indi- 
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throats: of cities and blackmail their eitizens? When the 
primary and the. caucus and the convention are cajoled, 
intimidated, packed, perverted, they cease to become rep. 
resentative, and only rivet the shackles upon those who in 
their surrender to an insolent arrogation of proprietorship 
reduce themselves to servility and moral impotence. It 
is an imprudence that makes the average voter a puppet. 
Dr. Jekyll becomes Mr. Hyde. ‘The voice is Trilby’s, but 
the song is Svengali’s. The auction of the voter is com. 
pleted in ‘‘the sale of law.” Moral inertia, Lotus-eating 
indifference, crass selfishness, a materialistic and mercan- 
tile theory of life, these things ‘‘tend downwards, justify

despondency, protmote rogues, defeat the just,” and will 
as long as voters consent to be done upin express packages 
and delivered c.

When shall we resist the blackmail and duress of undert- 
lings and send truly representative men to the councils of 
the nation? Think of a State that owned a George William 
Curtis, that contains a St. Clair McKelway and an Elihu 
Root, persistently preferring some of the second-rate pat- 
tisans who have strutted about in the United States Senate: 
I would that I could make these words strike and detonate 
like percussion shells! We need unconditional men, in- 
domitable souls, who shall echo to all that would trammel 
them into mediocrity that word of the cavalier to his mis- 
tress— 

‘*T could not love thee, dear, so well, 
Loved I not honor more.”’ 

Never did a time more need noble leadership. 

always mock our living prophets, and ever be lamenting 4 
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dead Lincoln? Must the witchcraft of foul selfishness 
always stupefy us with its incantations ? _ Worthy thought 
will be incarnate in worthy men when we summon such. 
As yet we do not seek them. ‘We consent to partisan dis- 
honor. All peoples have as good a government and as good 
governors as they demand, no better. All improvement 
begins in new convictions. The best things are offered 
only to the best men. Our theory confronts us with our 
condition. At present sectionalism and class legislation 
hold us up at every turn. Localism laughs at the general 
good. We think that law can repeal arithmetic. A great 
mob of inflationists cries for more money. By an artifice 
it would set a fictitious value upon silver and ask the 
world to believe that 50 cents is 100. At that rate all the 
silver of the world would come in here by telegram ‘at 
our expense.” Why not declare that a bushel of wheat is 
a dollar, that a barrel of oil is two dollars, build elevators 
and tanks, take the whole product and offer warehouse 
certificates for these stores as money at this fanciful rate ? 
Money has either an intrinsic value or an extrinsic. These 
are not to be confused. Ido not object to a metal—lI ob- 
ject toa ratio that isalie. ‘‘Sixteen to one” is obsolete. 
To have two values for a dollar is such a fatuity that I 
feel like the preacher who, standing in the pulpit of a son 
who had gone daft over ecclesiastical millinery, took for his 
text, ‘‘ Lord, have mercy upon my son, for he.is a lunatic!” 
Inflation is balloonacy. A nation which in two supreme 
crises so grandly determined to be free, shall never blandly 
consent to be dishonest; which in such a. seven-heated 
furnace learned the sixth commandment and the seventh 
shall not repudiate the fourth at the bidding of rum, nor 
the eighth at the bidding of silver mines. At last the 
tenth shall round into the first, and ‘*Thou shalt not 
covet” shall touch ‘‘Thou shalt have no other God.” 
Happy is the people that isin such a case! How far class 
envy can go is shown in the artificial provisions of that 
preposterous inter-state commerce act which at present is 
prostrating the greatest industry of the land, flinging scores 
of roads into the hands of receivers, and robbing the in- 
comes of numberless employes and of widows and orphans 
whose savings are slaughtered. Its provisions are mainly 
based upon an envious theory which is both sumptuary 
and socialistic. 

But I forgot that I am only a country parson, and I preach 
toolong. I will speak of patriotism. Pater means father, 
the Patria is the fatherland. Patriotism is brotherhood, 
and it has no limits. A family that seeks only its own ad- 
vantage is a curse to a community. <A nation that seeks 
only its own good is a curse to the world, and ultimately 
to itself. Shall there ever be a truly Christian nation ? 
Does liberty only mean ‘‘our liberty ?” If the ethics of 
the gospel are not fit to be national, they are not fit to be 
personal. But how many nations have learned the ten 
commandments, let alone the beatitudes? Patriotism is 
but a geographical partisanship if its ideals are unfraternal 
to mankind. Too many in their handling of that word 
illustrate what the recent Century has described as “the 
effect of a large idea upon.a small mind.” ‘‘ Make me 
pure,” prayed a little girl; ‘‘make me pure as baking pow- 
der,” We have lately been discussing the merits of Royal 
baking powder and Cleveland's. But the question which 
of these contains the least alum and the most force is not 
sO important as that we should seek to have all the world 
join us at the knees of God in that petition: ‘‘ Give us this 
day our daily bread!’

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party,.so is humanity above diplomacy. ‘‘Let not;thy . 
country (said finé old Sir Thomas Browne)—let not the law 
of thy country be the non-ultra of thine honesty.” (R. M., 
p. 185.) What are the questions of Venezuela and the 
Suez Canal, what is even the harsh question of Cuba, by 
the side of the world disgrace over Armenia! 

Thank God the American protest has been made. Shame 
to England that her tumescent Lord Salisbury passes by 
on the other side. Shame to all alleged Christian nations 
that there is not a new crusade to abolish that hideous and 
piratical power whose cimetar is the corrolary of its Ko- 
ran. Oh, for another Cromwell, Peter the Hermit, Charles 
Martel, to smite utterly this cruel absolution. Oh, for 
another Coeur de Lion. What is an empty sepulchre whence 
the Lord of Life is risen to the perishing thousands for 
whom he came! God of armies, bare thy holy arm against 
that livid, curdled and putrescent misgovernment that sets 
its crescent above the city of Constantine and seduces 
nations to forget that watchword of the cross, ‘‘ In hoc 
signo vinces.” How can any sneer at the brave words 
from Washington that invite a new holy alliance against 
that malign despotism? There might be a thanksgiving 
dinner of the world if Russia and England would cease 
their flatulent haggling over the wishbone! I for one am 
grateful for that pertinent apothegm of the Brooklyn Eagle 
—it was indeed Eagle-eyed—‘‘ What is fundamentally right 
is also profoundly wise!’ Oh, the cowardice of the ledger 
and the bank book—‘‘letting I dare not wait upon I 
would!” It refills a religious cult, emptied of Christianity, 
with that old exclusive provincialism which slew Christ, 
and makes his house of prayer for all nations into a stock 
exchange. 

Gentlemen, America is providential. She is adapted to 
the almoner and arbiter of nations. Let us interpret 
destiny by duty, and honor by service, and opportunity by 
responsibility, and so— 


‘- Set up a mark of everlasting light 
Above the howling senses ebb and flow,” 


that we shall enter into the task and so alone into the 
triumph of the Son of Man! Vox recti populi, vox Dei. 

Let us lift the non-partisan, the truly patriotic standard 
both of national righteousness and of a world-wide sympa- 
thy of the true-partnership of man under the paternity of 
the one God. Let Rome stand for force and statute, 
Greece for culture, Germany for learning, France for art, 
England for diplomacy and aggrandizement, all these for 
war, and we, in God’s name, for character, for international 
and super-political justice, for real freedom, and for the 
ever-nearer dominion of the Prince of Peace. 

Domain, ancestry, heritage, however much, we are not 
merely to follow, but to fulfil our fathers, ‘‘God having 
provided some better things for us, that they without us 
should not be made perfect!” 

Dr. Stryker’s admirable and patriotic address was lis- 
tened to with the closest attention from beginning to end, 
and he was compelled to suspend his speech at a number 
of points, until the applause in endorsement of his ideas 
had died away. 

WORD FROM THE ABSENT. 

The president then read the following dispatch, which, 
he said, had just been received that afternoon: 

‘¢ BUENOS AYRES, February 20, 1896. 

‘‘Peter McCartee, President of the Hardware Club: A 


thoroughly enjoyable and successful evening is the wish of 
one who, though far away, is with you in spirit.

Mr. Varick, it is needless to say, is the popular secretary 
of the club. If he could have heard, in his far-distant 
stopping place, the cheers with which his good wishes 
were answered, a flush of pleasure would have mantled 
his attractive features, and that heart of his, which is 
always beating with goodwill for his fellow man, would 
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have slipped a cog, and increased its number of pulsations 
in an alarming degree. 

Mr. Bushnell, who is always in demand at the Hardware 
dinners, was next introduced, and by request favored the 
audience with that old standby which he has always so 
magnificently rendered, ‘‘Rocked in the Cradle of the 
Deep.” Of course the audience would not permit him to 
be seated with one attempt, and it was also a matter of 
course that he should respond with that other favorite 
which the Hardwaremen always demand from him—that 
old German drinking song, ‘‘ Down Deep Within a Cel- 
lar.” 

President McCartee introduced the next speaker in the 
following felicitous manner: 

‘*OUR NATIONAL PROGRESS.” 

The subject of this toast is so immense in magnitude and 
scope, that any remarks from me would be superfluous, in 
the presence of the able and distinguished gentleman who 
will respond to it. Allow me to introduce to you Mr. James 
H. Hoyt, of Cleveland, and the next Governor of Ohio. 

Mr. Hoyt certainly had no occasion to comment upon the 
lack of cordiality on the part of New York, where his fame 
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HON, JAMES H. HOYT, 


as an original after-dinner speaker, and a genial all-around 
friend to everybody, had preceded him. He was received 
with a round of applause, and his speech was interrupted a 
great many times by a repetition of the same marks of 
favor. He was listened to closely, and his very strong 
argument in favorof Americaand American interests, made 
a marked impression upon all present, and when he had 
finished, each man felt more proud than ever that he had 
been born in the land of the Stars and Stripes. Mr. Hoyt 
said : 
HON. JAMES H. HOYT’S ADDRESS. 

In-comparison with the thrilling and inspiring story told 
in the census of the United States, the tales of the ‘‘ Ara- 
bian Nights’’ even become tame and uninteresting. In 
the short life of the great republic there has been more of 
substantial and magnificent achievement; more of startling 
and bewildering transition; more of sudden and yet solid 
growth, than Queen Scheherezade, with even her Oriertal 
and opulent imagination ever dreamed of. We are all 
Aladdins and have our Genii, quick and willing in service 
and mighty in performance. A resident of Chicago rings a 
bell and straightway his friend in New York whispers in 
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his ear. One in Cleveland writes a note and in a fey 
moments hls familiar, and perhaps illegible, handwriting 
is scanned by his correspondent in distant Boston. That 
which lurks in the innermost and shyest recesses of one’s 
being is exposed by the aid of the cathode ray. Death lays 
his paralyzing hand on the lips of a loved one; but a leyer 
is moved and the dear voice speaks to us again. An elec. 
trical device, with an accuracy that never fails and with an 
energy that never tires, does our counting for us. A type- 
setting machine, with an almost human intelligence ang 
with a superhuman exactness, does the work of a score of 
printers. There is a hum anda roar, and a huge roll of 
blank paper is transformed into thousands of chronicles of 
the world’s daily doings; all printed and illustrated anq 
pasted and folded by machinery. Every day we are en- 
lightened with information gathered from the remote cor. 
ners of the earth. Africa is just around the corner, and 
the Ultima Thule is but across the way. We listen to the 
gossip of the Vatican. We are thrilled by the excitements 
of the great commercial exchanges, where fortunes are 
made or lost in an hour. We hear the debates in legisla- 
tive chambers. We are told of the conclusions of prime 
ministers, and share in the counsels of cabinets. If a queen 
weeps, in a few hours the humblest citizen knows the cause 
of her sorrow and can sympathize with her. Ifa kaiser has 
a colic at midnight, we know the next morning just when 
the mustard plaster was laid upon the august abdomen by 
the imperial physician and when the internal was ex- 
changed for an external pang. Every morning all that is 
new or interesting or instructive, and much that is horrible, 
lies before us on the breakfast table. The man who is not 
intelligent in this year of our Lord is so for lack of inclina- 
tion and not for lack of opportunity. The very foundations 
of the earth are shaken by the pulsations of the mighty 
mechanisms that do our bidding and render us essential 
service. What were luxuries a little time ago are now ne- 
cessities. A thousand devices minister to our comfort and 
convenience. Space is annihilated and the whole world is 
joined in one mad race against time. We no longer walk, 
but ride bicycles. Weare quickly carried in electric cars, 
We can enter a carriage, and, by turning a wheel, take an 
airing without a fear that our steed will get his tail over the 
lines. 
‘‘‘That which is now a horse, even with a thought, 
The rack dislimns and makes it indistinct.” 

The miracles of yesterday have become the common- 
places of to-day. What has happened we know not; but 
what will happen, who can tell? This is no time for skep- 
ticism, for all things seem possible. The world owes more 
to American inventors than to those of any other nation, 
and our amazing progress has in large measure been due to 
their tireless efforts and clear brains. The producer is a 
benefactor. 

But, again, in a hundred years, the thirteen original 
States have multiplied into forty-five, and the aggregate of 
their population has swelled from three million to a grand 
total of nearly seventy millions. There are very few drones 
in our national bee-hive. Nearly one third of all our people 
are engaged in what the statisticians call the gainful occu- 
pations. In ten short decades, from a community of farmers, 
we have become the greatest manufacturing nation on the 
globe, and a’ manufacturing nation means an independent 
nation. ‘Thanks to the stimulus of a protective tariff, our 
industries have become diversified. In 1890, we had two 
millions more active workers than we did in 1880, and in 
that same year we paid out in wages, in round numbers, 
thirteen hundred millions of dollars more than we did at 
the beginning of the decade. Thisis an age of iron and steel, 
and we rank first among the iron and steel making countries 
of the world. In 1890, we produced over thirty-four pet 


cent. of the world’s entire product, and in the same yeal 
Great Britain, our sharpest competitor, manufactured only 
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alittle over twenty-nine per cent. The star of the Republic 
is waxing, while that of her great rival is waning. 

But, again, the United States of America is first in agri- 
culture. She not only feeds her vast army of consumers, 
but has a mighty surplus to send to the hungry of other 
lands. Valuable as are her manufacturing interests, her 
agricultural interests must not be disregarded or forgotten, 
for that was a wise notion which Gulliver, the Brobding- 
nagian, entertained : 

«And he gave it for his opinion that whoever could make 
two ears of corn or two blades of grass to grow upon a spot 
of ground where only one grew before would deserve 
better of mankind, and do more essentiad service to his 
country, than the whole race of politicians put to- 
gether.” 

We may confidently expect that we shall some time wrest 
from England her supremacy on the seas and that the stars 
and stripes will float again in every port. In 1892, the year 
before the financial cyclone struck us, we built in America 
ships with a total capacity of three hundred and fifty thou- 
sand tons, a far greater tonnage than England built that 
year. Vessel building on the Great Lakes has received a 
tremendous impetus. Our shipyards are now engaged in 
the construction of vessels with a capacity in the aggregate 
of more than sixty thousand tons. The city of Cleveland 
is the largest ship building center in the United States. 
May the day not be far distant when America is mistress 
of the seas. 

The progress of the Republic in power and.in glory has 
excited not only the wonder, but the despair of the Old 
World—its wonder, because our people, whether native or 
foreign born, strengthened by the elixir of freedom, stride 
farther in decades than other peoples do in centuries; its 
despair, because the success of this Government has sounded 
the knell of despotism, threatened the destruction of here- 
ditary privileges, and shaken the throne of every monarch 
in Europe. Thinking men abroad are beginning to simply 
endure sovereigns, rather than to adore them. The worship 
of royalty is no longer in fashion, except, I regret to say, 
among a few Anglo-maniacs in America. The doctrine of 
the divine right of kings is well nigh forgotten, and the 
grander, truer notion of the divine right of the people has 
taken its place. It was only little more than a century ago 
that the flag of the infant republic, founded on the then un- 
tried and unproved principle of man’s equality before the 
law, was first flung falteringly to the breeze. It was a 
banner then of hope and not of glad assurance, of promise 
and not of fulfillment; it was an emblem of an untried, 
unknown future, and not of a safe and glorious past. But, 
to-day, it represents far more than an inspiration, however 
lofty. It waves now, thank God, for a fact, great, inspir- 
ing, immutable, incontrovertible. While and wherever it 
floats, the grand truth that the plain people can be trusted 
to govern themselves cannot be denied, because in one short 
century the government they have established and main- 
tained has become the most powerful of all. 

A man once came home in avery ugly frame of mind 
and began kicking the furniture and generally upsetting 
things. His wife said to him, ‘‘My dear, what can be the 
matter ?” ‘* Brown called me a liar,” he replied.” ‘‘ Well, 
my dear,” said his wife soothingly, ‘‘ never mind; of course 
Mr. Brown cannot prove it.” ‘But he has proved it,” an- 
grily answered her husband, ‘‘and that’s what makes me 
mad,”’ 

Proof is sometimes extremely disconcerting and, indeed, 
disheartening. Those who foretold the early downfall of 
the Republic have been answered by the inexorable logic 
of events. The Government of the United States has 
firmly withstood shocks which would have overthrown 
empires and demolished thrones. Each decade has made 
its history more glorious. Through four long years of 
strenuous civil strife its flag was borne aloft and, at the 
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end, floated undimmed by the loss of a single star. When 
Lincoln, the greatest and most beloved of leaders, was 
untimely stricken down; when the lamented Garfield was 
assassinated, their constitutional successors took up their 
interrupted tasks without so much as an objection. A dis- 
puted presidential election was settled by a peaceful tri- 
bunal. As the Republic has withstood so much, it may 
reasonably be expected to yet withstand. Because of what 
it has endured, we can hopefully believe it will still en- 
dure. In every darkest hour its patriotic citizens can con- 
fidently exclaim, with the eloquent and lamented Ohioan, 
‘‘God reigns, and the Government at Washington still 
lives,” 

The stability of the Republic is more significant and re- 
markable when we consider the varied and apparently 
heterogeneous elements entering into our national life. 
You remember what the poet says,— 


‘‘ America! half brother of the world, 
With something good and bad of every land..’ 


Our country embraces within its borders people of diver- 
gent environments, of diverse pursuits, of different nation- 
alities, and those who are subjected to climatic influences 
as powerful as they are unlike. It might almost be said 
that we Americans are representatives of different nations, 
and yet, in a very broad sense and in a very real sense, we 
also represent one common country. Some have been born 
under the brilliant skies, in the fragrant atmosphere and 
amidst the rich vegetation of the tropics; others in colder 
regions, less fertile perhaps, and where Nature is less boun- 
teous; others still on the bleak hillsides farther north, in 
New England for example, where vegetation is so meagre 
that, if rumor be correct, those who dwell there are obliged 
to file down the noses of the sheep even in order that they 
may pick out the scanty blades of grass struggling for 
light afd air between the granite boulders. Some dwell 
in teeming, populous cities; others in virgin regions, the 
wealth and development of which are all prospective, the 
history of which is told only by the solemn whisperings of 
the forest primeval, written only on the scarred faces 
of the mountains and on the swelling bosoms of the track- 
less plains. Some live under warm, some under neutral, 
some under cold, skies; some in climates equable, con- 
stant and favorable; others in climates capricious and in- 
constant. Some are Catholic and some are Protestant. 
One speaks in vivacious French, another in liquid Italian, 
another in musical Spanish, another in the more resound- 
ing German, another in harsh yet vigorous English, and 
another in that English, enriched and softened by a touch 
of the brogue. Tillers of the soil, delvers in mines, wori:- 
ers in mills and factories; all the various pursuits of life, 
‘¢all sorts and conditions of men,” are represented here. 
The civilization of America is composite; its national life 
is a mosaic. Init can be traced the stateliness of Spain, 
the versatility of France, the persistence of Germany, the 
thrift of Holland, the impulsiveness of Italy, the sturdy 
endurance of the Anglo-Saxon, the courage, the wit, the 
dash, the fire, of Ireland. Yes, there are truly differences 
between us citizens of America; but these very differences, 
so marked, of soil, of climate, of religion, of languige, of 
pursuit, of descent, of characteristics, somehow do not 
tend to divide or separate us, but to unite us the more 
closely rather, since they all help us to realize the vastness 
of our common domain, the grandeur of our common 
present, the dazzling possibilities of our common future. 
But these differences emphasize, also, the truth of the 
great principle of equal rights on which this government is 
founded. It is because of this controlling principle that 
people so diverse are so firmly bound together. We may 
dispute sometimes among ourselves, but we will brook no 
interference from an outsider. We Americans respect our 
rulers, because we ourselves make and unmake them. We 
obey the laws, because we enact them, and our servants 
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enforce them. The Republic of America is stable, be- 
cause— 
‘* Broad, based upon her people’s will.” 

We revere the constitution, because we, the people of 
the United States, adopted it, and because it was so adopt- 
ed, among other things, in order ‘‘to secure the blessings 
of liberty to ourselves and our posterity.” It is indeed 
true, as the poet has it,— 

‘* Time’s noblest offspring is the last.” 

Mr. McCartee then introduced Hon. Horace Russell as 
follows: 

‘*POLITICS AND BUSINESS.” 

I know nothing about politics, and many of my friends 
here to-night may say that I know very little about busi- 
ness, but I have the honor of knowing Judge Russell, who 
has been an able and an upright judge; he is an honored 
and valued member of the Hardware Club, and the best 
introduction that he can have to this company is his own 
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HON. HORACE RUSSELL. 


charming and genial personality. Gentlemen, the Honora- 
ble Horace Russell. 
HON HORACE RUSSELL’S REMARKS. 

Judge Russell’s response was as follows: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: First of all, permit me 
to make my grateful acknowledgments for the honor you 
did me in electing me a member of the Hardware Club. In 
few relations of life have I found more pleasure, and in 
none more comfort. Though not, strictly speaking, en- 
gaged in the Hardware trade, I still have a qualification— 
not to say qualifications—for membership. It constitutes 
the chief foundation for whatever credit I have among 
men, though I do not schedule it in my inventory. The 
fact is, I carry the stock over from year to year. 

You must allow me, too, my fellow members, to con- 
gratulate you on the phenomenal success of the Hardware 
Club. One of the very youngest, it is already one of the 
strongest and most securely established of New York clubs. 
While we are willing to concede—rather than have a fuss 
about it—that its success is primarily due to its splendid 
membership; I know I have the authority to acknowledge, 
and with profound gratitude, that it is largely due to the 
good judgment and efficient management of the Board of 
Governors. We all take off our hats to President McCartee 
to-night, and make him and his fellow officers our best 
obeisance. And before I proceed to the discussion of the 
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meaty subject to which you have assigned me, I pause long 
enough to express our obligation to Van Glahn, Bissell and 
the other members of the committee for all the pains and 
trouble they have taken to get up this banquet, and to as. 
sure them it has left nothing to be desired. May I not 
express the hope that this and similar banquets shall bring 
the trade together in a strong guild, and demonstrate that 
good fellowship can overcome and survive the rivalries and 
jealousies of competition? 
‘*POLITICS AND BUSINESS,” 

That is a pretty comprehensive subject, about which one 
could talk almost as long as Senator Morgan spoke at the 
New England dinner, without exhausting it. You will not 
expect me to pitch what I have to say in anything like so 
high a key as did President Stryker. Few persons could 
do that; Ileast of all. Ifhecan fill the minds and hearts of 
his students up at Hamilton with such lofty ideals, he will 
have done much to make them honorable men and useful] 
citizens; and if his addresses to them are as entertaining 
and invigorating as that to which we have listened to-night, 
they must be dullards indeed if they do not absorb great 
and permanent good from his instruction. 

We usually mean by the word ‘‘ business ” that occupa- 
tion by which a man makes money, and takes care of his 
family and those dependent upon him. It is the principal 
concern of life to most—to nearly all—of us. Touch a man 
in his pocket, and you hit pretty near his heart. The con- 
ditions of life, and the world into which we are born, make 
itso. Naked came we into this world, and if we have any- 
thing to wear, or eat or drink, we have to get out and 
hustle for it. That is business. Considering how short a 
time we have to live here, and how long in the world to 
come, it seems as if we ought to be able to employ all our 
time here in preparation for the life tocome. But the 
Lord has not so willed. We must attend to business, pretty 
nearly all the time, and our minds must be occupied with 
the things that affect business. 

It looks now as if politics were likely to be the business. 
at any rate the only active business—of the next ten 
months. Presidential years are proverbially bad for trade. 
Not only are we engrossed in the heat of partisanship, but 
doubts as to what the future may bring forth disturb con- 
fidence and impair business. The only consolation you 
have is that of the farmer who, when a passerby expressed 
sympathy with him because his corn crop was so poor, 
said: ‘‘ Wall, I thank God my neighbor’s ain't no better.” 
Politics must always be a necessary part of the business of 
every citizen of a republican State; and every business man, 
whether he wills it or not, whether he knowsit or not, is in 
it. Under all forms of government the prosperity of the 
people is largely dependent on the conduct of the State. 
That is one of the necessary conditions of organized society. 
We are bound up together, and the good or ill of all is the 
good or illof each. But under no form of government so 
much as under one like ours, where every citizen is a sov- 
ereign, and where the united efforts of all are necessary to 
keep the old ship on an even keel and steered for the right 
port. 

Bad government makes bad business. When the public 
credit is gone or doubtful, private credit does not long sur- 
vive. The destruction of mercantile credits is, for the time 
being, at least, the destruction of profitable business. We 
have had recent proof of this. When wars and rumors of 
wars fill the air, however causeless and senseless, there is at 
once a paralysis of business. We have had recent proof of 
this, too. This is one of the reasons why business men are 
always a conservative force, perhaps the greatest conserva- 
tive force, and why they are strongly in favor of peace and 
law and order. I hope it may be said their common patriot- 

ism is another. It certainly can be truthfully said that 
whenever serious peril threatens the country, no class of 
citizens are more ready to spring to its defence, and spend 
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their all, their energies, their money and their blood, than 
the merchants. 

It is the habit of many well-meaning men to regret that 
we give so much of our time to politics. ‘‘ Happy is that 
country which is without a history,” is a paraphrase of a 
saying of Montaigne that has passed into the currency of a 
proverb, meaning, I suppose, a country at peace with the 
rest of the world, and one whose domestic government is 
so well and peacefully conducted as to permit the people to 
devote themselves to the private concerns of life. It is 
enough to say, however, that that is not this country, nor 
likely to be in the lifetime of any one of us. Eternal vigil- 
ance is still the price of liberty, and it seems to be the price 
of everything else worth having. Vital questions crowd 
the present as they have the past; they will crowd the 
future as they do the present. As long as men have any- 
thing which of right belongs to them worth keeping, there 
will be other men trying to get it away, whether it be 
liberty, ‘or property, or the pursuit of happiness. It is just 
as necessary to stand firmly for honest money now, as it 
was to pitch the tea into Boston Harbor a hundred years 
ago. It is just aS necessary to resist the tyranny of poli- 
tical bosses to-day as it once was that of George III. 
Degeneration follows torpor just as certainly as death 
follows heart-failure. Every year some new craze is in- 
vented by demagogues or discontents—greenbackism, 
grangerism ; populism, jingoism—-and every year it is just 
as necessary for the conservative element, the business men 
of the country, to set their foot on it. 

A friend of mine happened to be in Paris at the time the 
Germans were thundering at the gates of the city. Walking 


along the street one day, he observed a tradesman standing: 


complacently in the door of his shop. By way of making 
conversation, my friend asked him if he was not alarmed 
at the state of affairs. ‘‘Me!’ hereplied. ‘‘ No, Monsieur, 
it does not concern me; I am nota politician.”” You have 
heard of that profane philosopher who said he did not care 
a damn what happened, so long as it did not happer to him. 
The difficulty is, that whatever happens to the State does 
happen tous We may be slow in finding it out, but we do 
find it out in the end, and then, sometimes, we have to pay 
a fearful price for our indifference to the public weal. 

lf what I have been saying has any force at all, it is to 
show that, in this country, at least, it is impossible to 
divorce politics from business, or business from politics. In 
politics there will, of course, be partisanship. There will 
be times when partisanship will be the highest patriotism, 
and there will be times when it will not. If our partisan- 
ship can be elevated to the splendid plane of patriotism 
depicted by Dr. Stryker, so much .the better. Yet even 
partisanship which is nothing else but partisanship is prefer- 
able to apathy and cowardice, though it must be admitted 
itis a choice between two evils. 

A gentleman whose name is frequently mentioned in 
connection wita the. Presidency, once said, in reply to a 


question: ‘*A statesman is a politician who is dead; a 


" There was more 
It could be properly classi- 
ied with that old adage. ‘* De mortuis nil nisi bonum,” a 
phrase which is never invoked except to protect the mem- 
ory of ascoundrel. Anhonest man does not needit. A 
Yankee once said: ‘‘ All deacons is good, but there’s odds 
in deacons.” There are odds in politicians. There are 
those who regard politics as a profession, with high ideals 
of the public good, and honorable ambitions to serve it. 
And there are those whose only idea it is to get themselves 
into places which they are in nowise fit to fill. Whether 
vanity or cupidity is the inspiring motive makes no differ- 
ence.

REMINISCENCES. 


When we iisten to the talk of a veteran soldier, we ex- 
pect reminiscences, and to hear of sieges, stratagems and 
spoils, and how the bauble, reputation, is to be won at the 
cannon’s mouth. General O’Beirne is full of memories of 
his past life. He stood by his country in her hour of need 
and peril, he served more than four years in the Union 
army, and was wounded three times in one battle; he has 
held other high offices under the government.

’ GEN. O’BEIRNE’S RESPONSE.

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Review of the Markets. 


Hardware: The jobbers show no inclination to purchase 
largely, but confine themselves to small and well assorted 
orders, anticipating only their early wants. The volume of 
business consequently shows an increase. Orders for goods 
for next season are being placed. A better feeling prevades 
the market and the outlook for trade seems greatly im- 
proved. 

Wire Nails: Prices will remain unchanged ‘till March 
ist, when the advance of fifteen cents goes into effect. The 
advance was made to show that the association controlled 
the market, and also to force jobbers to anticipate their 
wants. It is generally expected by the manufacturers that 
the jobbers will place their orders during the latter part of 
February, but as they adopted a holding-off attitude, the 
association thought that an advance would bring in orders. 
The desired effect has been brought about and busi- 
ness shows a considerable increase in volume. The Nail 
manufacturers still pursue the course of guaranteeing 
prices to the jobbers. We quote as follows: Carload 
lots, $2.25, base, per keg, f. o. b., Pittsburg; less than 
carload lots, $2.35, base, Pittsburg. On direct shipments 
on contracts in less than carload lots of 24,000 pounds of 
Nails an extra 5 cents per 1oo pounds will be charged. To 
jobbers taking of one mill within one calendar month 500 
kegs or more a rebate of 5 cents per keg will be allowed. 
New York prices are: Carload lots on dock, $2.43; small 
lots from store, $2.53. 

Cut Nails: The condition of the Cut Nail market is similar 
to that of Wire Nails. The same advance of 15 cents per 
keg will take effect on March 1st. During the balance of 
February prices will remain the same. There is an active 
demand for Cut Nails. Quotations are as follows: $2 
per keg, base, f. 0. b., Pittsburg. New York quotations 
are: Carload lots on dock, $2.18; small lotson dock, $2.28, 
and small lots out of store, $2.30. 

Linseed Oil: The following are the New Ycrk quotations 
for fine Linseed Oil: American raw, 41 cents per gallon ; 
American boiled, 44 cents per gallon, and Calcutta raw, 52 
cents per gallon. 

White Lead, Red Lead and Litharge: White Lead, dry 
or in Oil, Red Lead and Litharge in kegs: In lots of less 
than 500 lbs., 5c. net; in lots of 500 lbs. and over, 5c; 
Red Lead and Litharge in barrels and half barrels, Kc. 
per lb. less than price in kegs. 

Putty: In the better grades the quotations are $1.40@ 
$2.25, as to seller, quantity and style of packing. 

Window Glass: Quotations are 70@7o and 5 per cent. off 
on French, and 70 and 10@75 per cent. on American. 

Clapp & Co., bankers and brokers, New York, in their 
weekly letter say: ‘‘ We perceive scarcely any evidence 
that the bond sales were designed to be or were a popular 
loan. The Deutsche bank and foreign takings secured 
nearly 4 of the hundred millionloan. The Morgan syndi- 
cate secured about one-third the loan at minimum prices. 
Capitalists and corporations took about one-third, small 
banks and investors got afew, and the middle clasess and 
masses the crumbs, at full prices, the aggregate issue bring- 
ing about 6 per cent. more than the single syndicates did. 
This is ample proof of the people’s loyalty when given half a 
chance. Withal it furnishes much loyal thought, and will 
show where gold was in. hiding, and show officials and 
foreigners that Americans can sustain their own credit if 
given a chance to think and act rather than be dictated to.” 


THE CLEVELAND TRADE. 

During the past two weeks trade has shown a very ma- 
terial improvement. The issue of bonds by the govern- 
ment, and the strong bidding on the part of the people for 
them, has given a tone of confidence to the business com- 
munity that was lacking before. Its results are bound to 
be shown by business during the next few months, as in 
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our opiniot hothing but the reestablishing of confidence is 
now lacking to the return of good business conditions all 
over the country. 

Wire Nails have been in active demand, owing to the in- 
tended advance in priceson March Ist, and we have no 
doubt that very large purchases will be made by the trade 
prior to that time, in the hope of reaping the benefit aris- 
ing from the advance. 

Smooth and Barbed Wire, also, are moving very freely, 
although at prices that are not remunerative either to the 
manufacturer or to the jobber. It is difficult to tell how 
long this condition of affairs will last, but there does not 
seem any present prospect of improvement. Wire Cloth is 
still in the same condition as has ruled for the past month 
or six weeks. Poultry Netting is firm in price, and selling 
in good quantities for later delivery. All seasonable goods 
are receiving their share of inquiry, and many orders are 
now being placed which have been held back until the last 
moment. 

Steel goods, Scythes and Snaths, are notably in smaller 

demand than is customary, owinz to the fact that the stocks 
in the hands of retail dealers are larger than common. Past 
experience shows that this class of goods usually move in 
satisfactory volume every season, the only difference being 
that in some seasons orders are given early, while in others 
they come late. 
_ Bicycles are still in good demand, and many requests are 
received from customers to ship earlier than they had for- 
merly selected as their date. This is an indication that the 
inquiry and interest in Bicycles on the part of riders is on 
the increase, and that all of the retail dealers must be 
prepared for an active demand when the spring weather 
commences. 

Collections are reasonably good, and the entire outlook 
for spring business is cheerful.

THE BALTIMORE TRADE. 

Taking into consideration the recent cold spell and the 
mercurial condition of the market, business in this section 
has been above the average; certainly much ahead of the 
corresponding period of last year. There seems to be more 
regularity in the orders; quantities small, it is true, but 
well diversified, indicative of cautious buying at the other 
end of the line. Judging from the reports of our traveling 
salesmen, a fair spring trade may be expected. 

Orders for later shipments are being placed freely on 
Poultry Netting, Wire Cloth, Screens, Freezers and such 
other profit-bearing (?) lines. No! we are not complaining 
at all. Only at times, even with the help of a buoyant 
imagination and a magnifying glass, we have failed to find 
the ‘‘mustard seed” margin of profit that a jobber should 
reasonably expect. 

Values are fairly well maintained. Except in the way of 
Tacks, there have been no phenomenal declines. Wire has 
shown some little weakness, but it is safe to suppose it has 
reached ‘‘ bed rock”’ at last. An advance is promised on 
Wire Nails, and it is reasonable to suppose the end of the 
month will find some of the months overcrowded with 
orders, and shipments considerably delayed. 

Among the local retail trade, preparations are being 
made for an active Spring business. Many large building 
operations are contemplated when the weather becomes 
favorable, and suburban development promises to.make 
this season a very busy one for Builders’ Hardware.

THE CHARLESTON TRADE. 

Trade continues unusually good, and we are as busy to- 
day as we were in our January rush. The duplication of 
orders given earlier shows that the demand is still on and 
consumers not yet fully supplied. We note with pleasure 
that few orders are without a very gratifying list of pocket 
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knives, scissors and razors, and the fact that they are 
needed, is evidence that money is still in possession of al] 
classes in the country. 

We have suffered vexatious delays in having orders for 
needed goods only partly filled, but are assured that all are 
treated alike, and all are still waiting for final shipment. 
We try and feel pleasant about the matter, and at times are 
a little envious of the complacent manufacturer who has 
our order booked, and knows full well that we cannot ob- 
tain goods elsewhere, and must wait until his convenience 
for shipment. 

We were somewhat amused at the receipt of a circular 
letter from a large jobbing house, complaining about the 
invasion of territory by a certain manufacturer who, after 
getting the jobbers’ orders, delayed shipment, and actually 
sold the jobbers’ customers, making prompt deliveries in 
every instance to them. Upon complaint being made, the 
upright manufacturers protested, assuring the complainant 
that no one on earth would treat their customers fairer 
than they would, but were careful not to deny seeking the 
jobbers’ trade. The name was given, which is not unusual 
in a circular letter, but we knew the circumstances before 
the receipt of the communication, and as we had placed no 
orders either for present or future shipment with the com- 
pany, we were not especially interested there, but are not 
exempt from similar experiences in our own trade, that 
have annoyed and disgusted us. 

We have learned, however, to regard each unrighteous 
departure from what we deem strictly honorable dealing 
as acts that should be condemned without comment, as it 
would be unjust to select one or two of the violators of 
what we deem commercial probity, and place them in com- 
mercial pillory, while numerous others that we know are 
equally guilty are passed unnoticed. 

As we anticipated, the changes in prices are too trifling to 
be specially noted, and this, alone, is the most encouraging 
feature of the Hardware business, and will enable dealers 
to form more correct ideas of the unusual activity that has 
marked this branch since the season opened. It is singular 
to note the apathy of many in regard to those changes that 
have been announced. A decline was accepted without 
seeming pleasure, and an advance gave rise to no protest, 
or a reason asked, ‘‘why is itthus?’ Many want to per- 
suade themselves that national legislation has or will affect 
their business, but there are few in this section that are or 
could be in the slightest manner either benefited or injured 
by it. 

We look to a good trade for some time to come, and will 
welcome the close of the year even if it bringsus, now an- 
ticipated and much needed rest.

THE DAVENPORT TRADE. 

The new Excelsior Washing Machine made here is at- 
tracting a good deal of interest in the trade, and so far the 
factory has not been able to supply the demand. 

A prominent jobber in interior Iowa is striking back just 
now at the jobbers outside of the State who have been 
shipping screen wire to junction points, and then peddling 
it out of a car placed temporarily on a side track, and guar- 
anteeing prices by making a price that will not leave a large 
margin of profit to the guarantors. 

The promised advance of fifteen cents per keg next month 
has stimulated the Wire Nail trade, and there has been a 
fair amouut sold the past week. The speculative demand 
for Barb Wire seems to be practically over, and dealers are 
apparently buying only for present wants. Thereisa little 
more activity in the Binder Twine trade, but not as much 
as one would think, considering that there was none carried 
over and the extremely low prices now ruling. 

General Hardware trade is improving, and so far sales 
for 1896 are an improvement on 1895. Collections are bet- 
ter and there is very little cause for complaint, and no recent 
failures to report. 

With deep regret it becomes our duty to record the death 
of John Alexander Lumsden, vice-president of the Sieg Iron 
Co., of this city. Mr. Lumsden entered the employ of his 
company twenty-two years ago as traveling salesman, and 
by persistent and well directed efforts, succeeded in build- 
ing up a large trade for the concern. He invested a por- 
tion of his savings in the company, was elected its vice- 
president five years ago, which office he held until he died 
at his home here this morning. He was an active man, 
took a deep interest in every enterprise pertaining to the 
welfare of this community, and hisloss will be keenly felt 
by his business associates, his many acquaintances and 
friends. 

As a mark of respect, all of the iron and Hardware houses 
here will close to-morrow to attend the funeral.

THE COLUMBUS TRADE. 

By looking over our change sheet we find but few 
changes, and none of much importance, during the past 
week. Trade has not been as good with us for the past ten 
days as in the last two weeks of January and the first 
week in Februsry. We think this can be accounted for by 
the condition of the roads, which have been and are in a 
very bad condition. This week starts out with about as 
severe a cold snap as we have had this winter. The mer- 
cury has been bobbing around zero for the past twenty- 
four hours. Commercial men who have to do any driving 
. ver mud roads will have a rough time of it. Smooth and 
barb wire prices have settled down to what seems to be 
hard pan, and we think they will stay there for some time, 
but it is hard to see in the future very far. The announced 
advance of 15 cents a keg on nails, to take effect March 
ist, is stimulating trade on that line very materially. We 


are free to say that we decidedly object to the advance, as

the Nail Association, and must submit to it. Ditching 
tools are in much better demand than last spring. The nu- 
merous rains have made it necessary to do a good deal of 
ditching. Sap spouts, pails and syrup cans are in good 
demand. The wet weather, with freezing and* thawing, 
has been favorable for sugar making, but hard on wheat. 
Collections are still slow. We hope that some of the gold 
that went for the new bond purchase will get into general 
circulation; and we think as soon as railroad corporations 
and improvement companies can go to work that it will 
make a demand for raw and finished material that must in 
time help us all, more or less. We neglected to put in our 
bid for a few hundred thousand dollars’ worth of bonds 
until it was too late. We think the other Hardware job- 
bers forgot also, as we did not notice any Hardware firms’ 
names on the list.

THE ST. PAUL TRADE. 

The weather for January was very mild, and consequent- 
ly we had very little sleighing. This was a drawback to 
almost all kinds of business, asit reduced the sale of sea- 
sonable goods, and also retarded the marketing of farm 
products. Notwithstanding this, there is a very general 
impression that the later Spring business will be entirely 
satisfactory. Retailers generally are running with light 
stocks, and when the increased demand takes place will be 
obliged to buy liberally. Quite a good percentage of last 
year’s crop is yet inthe hands of the farmer; the prices on 
the same are improving. When marketed, which will be 
in the next three or four months, it will put into circula- 
tion quite an amount of money that will enliven business 
generally. The threatened advance in Wire Nails which 
is to take place in March, will probably cause the placing 
of some orders for car loads that would otherwise be held 
until later in the season. A very good business has been 
done in advance orders for Wire Cloth, screen doors, spring 
hinges, etc. Bicycle orders are coming in quite freely, 
and the prospect now is that the demand during the season 
will be large.

THE TOLEDO TRADE. 

Toledo and vicinity have been in the clutches of ‘‘Jack 
Frost” for at least five or six days. We have had quite a 
storm, which blocked business to a great extent. 

Trade in general is very quiet, not very rushing, although 
we anticipate a good trade this coming spring. We notice 
a stiffening in the price of a number of staple articles, such 
as Nails, Galvanized Sheet Iron, and also a slight advance 
in Wire, and we would not be surprised to see higher prices 
ruling for such goods that have been at rock bottom prices, 
for March and April. 

Orders are coming in quite freely, but they are small, 
and not for large quantities. We notice that dealers who 
used to buy three and four dozen of one article have cut 
down their orders to a dazen and even broken packages. 

Collections in some sections have been very backward, 
while those especially from the ‘‘ Oil Territory” have been 
very good. 

Architects in Toledo all claim that they are quite busy, 
which leads us to believe that Toledo will do considerable 
building this season. In connection with this, we do not 
know of a better place in the United States where a manu- 
facturer could locate than Toledo, having railroad facilities 
superior to most every other point, with but a very few 
exceptions, and we would like to see some of the Hardware 
manufacturers locate in Toledo, where they get good ship- 
ping facilities, cheap rents and a fine trade.
